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Japan Planning 


New Nuclear Ban 


Resolution in U.N. 


A highly placed Foreign Office official said yester- 
day Japan planned to present a new resolution for ban- 


ning of nuclear tests at the next General Assembly of | 


the United Nations. 

Akira Mivazaki, director of the 
Foreign Office United Nations 
Bureau, told the House of Coun- 
cillors Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee the Government was study- 
ing a plan to end nuclear bomb 
tests separately from the issue 
of general arms cut. 

This plan, he said, would fol- 
low the line presented to the last 
Diet session by Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi. 


Mivazaki said the plan sub- 
mitted by Japan to the last Cen- 
eral Assembly had two objec- 
tives—the banning of nuclear 
tests and disarmament in gen- 
eral. 


The new plan would separate 
these two issues but the pur- 
pose will be the same as last 
year’s, he said 


The Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee, which met at the request of 
the Socialist Party, then took up 
the issue of cultural properties 
“handed over” to the Republic 
of Korea. 

Asked by a Socialist member 
how many itmes have heen “re- 
turned to South Korea,” Osamu 
Itagaki, director of the Foreign 
Affairs Bureau, replied, “106.” 

He elaborated: “When Japan 
and Korea signed an agreement 
on mutual release of detainees 
on Dec. 31, 1957, it was agreed 
in an orel gentlemen's agree-' 
ment that several art objects) 
would be ‘presented’ to the Re- 
public of Korea. 

“We have already delivered 
106 items to the ROK Mission | 
in Tokvo on the basis of this) 
agreement, 

“South Korea is demanding 
return of all art objects ‘taken 
away from Korea by Japan.’ 
Japan is taking the stand that 
the art objects were never ‘taken 
away.’ 

“We, therefore, ‘turned over’ 
some art objects to congratulate 
South Korea on her indepen- 
dence.” 

Asked for an analysis of Red 
China's recent attitude toward 
Japan, Itagaki said it presum- 
ably stemmed partly from 
Peiping’s foreign policy and 
partly from emotional disturb- 
ance ever the flag issue. 

The Red China issue, he said, 
was a highly political problem 
and scheduled to be taken up 
by the new Cabinet immediately 
after it is formed.

Stage Big ‘Victory 
Rally’ for General 


ALGIERS (UPID—A 
huge cry of “Vive De Gaul- 
le” burst from more than 
200.000 throats Friday 
night in a “victory rally” 
of French veterans which 
dwarfed anything Algiers 
has ever seen. 


While two searchlights form- 
ed a giant “V-for-victory” sign 
in the sky, flag-bearing veter- 
ans of two world wars marched 


in torehlight procession to 
pledge their support for Gen. 
Charlies de Gaulle. 

The vast crowd filled the 
forum square in front of a 
floodiit Government House, 
overflowed into the cliffside 
gardens overlooking Algiers har- 
bor and blocked streets for 


AJACCIO, Corsica (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—Corsica had its sec- 
ond night of feting and 
fireworks Friday night, in 
celebration of President Rene 
Coty’s call to Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle to form a new 
French Government. From 
early afternoon, thousands of 
students and school chil- 
dren massed outside the 
prefecture in the island's capi- 
tal shouting “De Gaulle, De 
Gaulic,” 


in a frenzied 
rhythm. The blockaded ix- 
land suddenly went wild 


when the mews arrived that 
De Gaulle had agreed to head 
the government. 


hundreds of yards on every

It was the biggest rally the 
city has ever known, even in- 
cluding the wartime years. 

An illuminated Cross of Laor- 
raine burned from the top of 
the 13story government build- 
ing while silver-helmeted fire- 
men with blazing torches form- 
ed another in the center of the 
crowd. 

To crown the demonstration, 
khaki-clad troops lit red-white- 
and-green flares and stood in 
an open square along the bal- 
conles of the headquarters as 
army commander Gen. Raoul 
Salan, wreathed in smoke from 
the flares, told the widely cheer- 
ing crowd to “stay vigilant and 
determined.” 

From the first-floor balcony 
the generals who led the May 
13 revolt against the French 
Government of Pierre Pflimlin 
denounced what they called the 
“traitors” and “saboteurs” of 
successive Paris regimes. 

“We swear that the army will 
never abandon you,” said Gen, 
Jacques Allard. 

“The dawn of victory is ris 
ing up before us,” he added 

The back courtyard of Gov- 
ernment House looked like a 
casualty clearing station as 
women fainted in droves from 
the heat and pressure of the 
crowds.

Be Held for 
10 More Days

Japanese prosecutors receiv- 
ed vesterday permission to hold 
American businessman Joseph 
Crowley an additional 10 days 
without charges for investiga- 
tion into the death of his 
brother-inlaw T. A. D. (Tad) 
Jones, 


The original 10-day hold order 
expired yesterday and prosecu- 
tor Kenjiro Furukawa request 
ed permission from Tokyo Dis 
trict Court to hold Crowley arf- 
other 10 days, as is permissible 
under Japanese law. 


Permission was granted auto 
matically. 

The 48&vearold Crowley, a 
former Yale football star, was 
arrested by police on suspicion 
of causing injuries leading to 


the death of Jones, whose body | 


was found May 8 in his Imperial 
Hotel suite which he shared 
with Crowley and Maryland ac- 
countant Frederick Kissinger, 
62, 


Crowley was arrested May 21. 
He was turned over to prosecu- 
tors the next day. Under Japa- 
nese law, prosecutors can hold 
a suspect 10 days 
charges of investigation. The 
10-day period can be renewed 
for another 10 days as was done 
yesterday. 

Furukawa told United Press 
International that no decision 
has been reached as to whether 
Crowley would be indicted. That 
was one of the main reasons for 
asking for the extension, 


Furukawa discussed the 
issued for nearly five hours 
Friday with his immediate 


superiors, but they did not 
decide what to do. Included 
in the conference were officials 
from the Supreme Prosecutors 
Office. 


Japanese newspapers noted 
that it was unusual for the 
Supreme Prosecutors Office to 
be called in on such a “rela- 
tively “minor” case and that it 
was indication that the officials 
were considering the interna- 
tional aspects of the case. 


There was also speculation in 
newspapers that the prosecutors 
may decide to release Crowley 
because of insufficient evidence. 
This was clear speculation, 
however, and there was no offi- 
cial information to back it up.

OTV to Start Telecast 
With U.S. Tape-Recorder 


An Osaka station will start 
telecasting today with an im- 
ported U.S. video tape-recorder 
which registers images and 
sounds simultaneously, 


The opening telecast under 
the new system will be made 
by the private Osaka Television 
network (OTV) for 45 minutes 
from 4:15 to 5 p.m. 

The video tape-recorder has 
solved a big shortcoming in TV 
technics—-the need to use sepa- 
rately films and sound record- 
ers for a recording. Films 
under whe old method require 
much trouble to develop an‘ 
sound-picture coordination and 
images are inferior. 

The new machine, ordered 
from the Ampex Co. of the U.S., 
had been successfully tested in 
demonstration telecasts in Osa- 
ka and Tokyo.

Another 
Tokyo TV firm, Nippon Telev)- 
sion, has ordered a similar re- 
corder from RCA of the U5.

Preliminaries 
To Establish 
IMCO Near 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-Reuter) — Preliminary 
arrangements for the estalish- 
ment of the Intergovernmental 
Maritime Consultative Organi- 
zation which will become the 
12th specialized agency of the 
United Nations, will be made 
here this week by a special pre- 
paratory committee. 

The 12-member committee 
will meet in private to plan a 
draft agenda and make other 
arrangements for the first ses- 
sion of IMCO’s assembly, ex- 
pected to be held in London 
early next year. 

Its headquarters also will be 
in London, 

An international convention 

set up a specialized U.N. 
agency in the only: major 
branch of world transport and 
communications so far without 
a permanent intergovernmen- 
tal organization came into ef- 
fect last March, when the neces- 
sary number of countries had 


ratified the convention, 10 
years after it was signed. 
Under its terms, the “con- 


sultative and advisory” agency 
will promote cooperation in 
technical matters; encourage 
adoption of the highest stand- 
ards of safety and navigation; 
discourage discriminatory action 
or unnecessary restrictions by 
governments affecting interna- 
tional shipping; consider matters 
concerning unfair restrictive 
practices by shipping concerns; 
provide for the exchange of in- 
formation; and take up any 
other shipping matters referred 
to it by anv U.N. organ. 

IMCO will have an assembly 
of all the members, a council of 
16 members, a 14-member mari- 
time safety committee, other 
subsidiary organs considered 
necessary, and a secretariat. 

The 2] countries which so far 
have ratified the convention are: 
Argentina, Australia, Belgium, 
Burma, Canada, the Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, France, 
Haiti, Honduras, Iran, Ireland, 
Israel, Italy, Japan, Mexico, the 
Netherlands, Switzerland, the 
United Arab Republic, the 
United Kingdom, and the United 
States. 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The makers of the Fairey 
Rotodyne, world’s first vertical 
take-off airliner, will demon- 
strate and fiy it for the press on 
Tuesday at Maidenhead, Berk: 
shire. 

The Rotodyne, capable of 
carrying from 40 to 48 passeng: 
ers at a cruising speed of 154 
mph, is one of two prototypes 
ordered by the British Ministry 
of Supply. 

It uses two Napler Eland 
turbo-propeller engines, each 
driving an airscrew and also 
an auxiliary air compressor. 

The air compressors feed

Although its top speed is rat- 
ed at 600 mph, the level flight 
maximum cruise speed at 30,000 
feet is rated at 561 mph. The 
company said the jetliner has a 
maximum range of 3.900 miles. 
It has a fuel capacity of 17,600 
gallons.

EN ROUTE BEHIND THE

States is prepared to take dras- 
tle action in case of a Wworsen- 
ing political crisis in France. 
Recause France is the heart of 
the NATO alliance for the de 
fense of Europe, and because 
all supply lines, communica- 
tions lines, and pipelines run 
across France, vitally important 
changes would be necessary. 
In case a hostile government 
should take over Paris. 

Therefore, three alternatives 
have been decided upon, after 
careful consideration both in 
Paris and by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in Washington. These 
have been approved by the Na- 
tional Security Council as fol- 
lows: 1. The United States is 
prepared to move its entire 
atomic stockpile out of France. 
It can be moved at a moments 
notice to previously prepared 
bases in Spain or Germany. 

2. In case of disastrous French 
civil war, the United States 
would also pull out all military 
forces to North Africa. 

%. If the Communists 
over, the United States would 
intervene militarily — though 
only as a last resort and only in 
cooperation with French middle- 
of-the-road political leaders. 

These alternatives may never 
have to be used. But in periods 
of emergency, military plans 
have to be studied and these 
have definitely been approved 
by the highest authorities in 
Washington.

Why U.S. Pails 


President Chamoun, faced 
with revolt by Nasser agents, 
now has reason to realize more 
than ever the effects of Amert- 
can vacillation in the Near 
East. Like the indignities suf- 
fered by Vice President Nixon 
in South America, the explo- 
sions of the Near East did not 
burst suddenly. They “erod- 
ed.” 


American prestige in the 
Near East eroded because we 
have had no policy. It has 
shifted with the changing 
minds of those in Washington. 
And when shrewd, tough Arab 
leaders know Washington can't 
make up its mind, they react 
like children before a vacillat- 
ing schoolteacher. Here is the 
record of American policy in 
the Near Fast: 

1. After Ike took office in 
1953, he sent a pearl-handied 
revolver to President Naguib, 
then head of the Nasser revolu- 
tionaries, as a token of con- 
fidence. 

2. In.June 1955, Egypt began 
bartering cotton for Russian 
arms. 

3. In August 1955, Secretary 
Benson wanted to dump his 
surplus of American cotton, but 
Dulles argued that it would 
hurt Egyptian cotton. The U.S. 
ambassador had already report- 
ed that Egypt was trading cot- 
ton for Russian arms. 

4. Despite this arms deal, 
Dulles began talking about lend- 
ing Nasser money to bulld the 
Aswan Dam, 

5. In July 1956, Dulles sud- 
denly yanked the promise of 


the Aswan Dam away from 
Nasser. He did it so abruptly 
that an Oriental was certain 


to save face. Nasser saved face 
by seizing the Suez Canal. 

6. In October 1956. as the Is- 
raell army was within a few 
hours of Cairo and as the 
French and British bombed 
Cairo, Nasser took refuge in a 
cellar in a Cairo suburb. His 
policies had failed and he fear- 
ed assassination by his own 
young army officers. At that 
time the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration came to his rescue. 

7. Dulles then proceeded to 
boyeott Nasser until the day 
before the Egyptian ruler went 
On that day Dulles 
unfroze Egyptian funds in the 
U.S.A, 


This record is why Nasser 
figures he can get away with 
murder as far as the U.S.A. is 
concerned in the Near East. 
It’s also why the Kremlin time- 
table for taking over the Near 
East is working on schedule.

Trade its the lifeblood of 
peaceful international relations, 
It is more important than diplo- 
macy, though difficult to manage 
without the help of regular dip 
lomatic and consular relations, 
as the Western powers insisted 
in their dealings with the Ort- 
ental nations more than a cen- 
tury ago. Although the amic- 
able contacts which accompany 
diplomatic relations smooth the 
path for all types of dealings 
between peoples—political, eco- 
nomic, cultural, etc., perhaps it 
is generally agreed that the de- 
velopment of international com- 
merce is the principal function 
of diplomacy in time of peace. 

Consequently, it may seem fu- 
tile for people in one country to 
seek to influence their govern- 
ment to modify a policy of em- 
bargo while it continues in the 
policy of nonrecognition. But 
today this effort is being made 
in the United States. 

Shipping interests of the Pact- 
fic Coast, owners of flour mills 
and lumber mills, and other 
businessmen who had profitable 
trade relations with pre-Commu- 
nist China, are asking that 
Washington take a “new look” 
at the embargo policy. A paral- 
lel attitude is being expressed 
by the International Longshore- 
men's and Warehousemen’'s 
Union and other labor organiza- 
tions. 

Separate Issue 

Both business and labor are 
seeking to supplement markets 
and employment which have suf- 
fered from the current reces- 
sion. They believe that the 
trade issue can and should be 
considered quite apart from the 
issue of de jure recognition. 
They are highly desirous of 
keeping these issues entirely 
separate. They maintain that 
there is no logic in refusing to 
trade with Communist China 
while trading with the Soviet 
Union and her Furopean allies. 

They also point out that the 
embargo is not accomplishing 
the purpose of keeping American 
goods out of China, and they 
note that indirect trading goes 
on through several channels: 
(1) through the resale to China 
of American exports to third 
countries; (2) through the pro- 
cessing of goods in third coun- 
tries and the sale of the process- 
ed products to China, and (3) 
through the trading operations 
of companies in third countries 
which are affiliated with Ameri- 
can concerns. 

Seriously Studied 

Such conservative newspapers 
as the New York Journal of 
Commerce and the Wall Street 
Journal have published articles 
in sympathy with the anti- 
embargoist sentiment. On the 
West Coast the San Francisco 
Chronicle, the Portland Orego- 
nian and the Pacific Shipper, as 
well as the Dispatcher, organ of 
the ILWU, have been urging 
the revision of the embargo po- 
licy, using mainly economic 
arguments. 

To date, however, the lack of 
statistics as to the probable 
amount of trade, as well as the 
universal anxiety for national 
security, have delayed both Ex- 
ecutive and Congressional ac- 
tion. Public sentiment on the 
trade issue is largely confined 
to the West and South. But 
the embargo is under serious 
study in Washington. Upon 
available evidence at present 
one cannot predict the outcome. 
Probably it will be affected by 
the results of the Congressional 
elections in November of this 
year. 

Outlook Unfavorable 

Other controlling factors will 
be the general condition of the 
economy and the attitude of 
Peiping on other outstanding 
questions. Undoubtedly Amer- 
ican public sentiment would be 
impressed and gratified by re- 
lease of the Americans still held 
in China. Peiping also might 
usefully dilute the vitriol in its 
denunciations with a little ton- 
gue oil. Many thinking Amer- 
icans are unwilling to believe 
that these rhetorical outbursts 
truly represent the feeling of 
the Chinese people. 

Given a less hostile attitude 
in Peiping it is not impossible 
that the United States might 
follow the lead of Great Britain 
and Japan, at least in principle. 

But would Peiping respond to 
intimations from Washington 
for easing the embargo without 
the accompaniment of de jure 
recognition? Would it be will- 
ing to take the substance and 
postpone the shadow? It has 
done so with Japan and with 
France, 

Despite the optimism of Paci- 
fic Coast interests, one must 
doubt that it would. And if the 
trade policy must be dealt with 
as an aspect of recognition the 
antlembargoists appear to be in 
for a long wait,

De Gaulle’s Bid for Power

LONDON (Via Radiopress)— 
In his announcement on Tues- 
day Gen. De Gaulle said: Yester- 
day I embarked on the regular 
procedure necessary for the es- 
tablishment of a republican Gov- 
ernment capable of insuring 
unity and independence of the 
country; the regular procedure. 

At his press conference last 
week he spoke in different terms. 
He then said: If De Gaulle should 
find himself delegated with ex- 
ceptional powers for an excep- 
tional task in exceptional times 
that could obviously not be done 
according to the usual proce- 
dure. 


The present dilemma of par- 
liamentary government in 
France is embodied in the dif- 
ference between these two state- 
ments. Since the last Prime 
Minister’s proposals for revising 
the constitutional procedure did 
not go through—M. Pflimilin 
resigned before they could—then 
strict legality can be preserved 
only by conforming exactly to 
the procedures laid down in the 
written constitution and by 
strong custom and precedent. 


If they are disregarded then 
there can be no question of a 
new government being of that 
strictly constitutional kind that 
Gen. De Gaulle has always in- 
sisted it must be if he is to lead 
it. What then would be the 
completely constitutional pro- 
cedure at the present moment? 

It is the duty of President 
Coty, President of the Republic, 
to find a man likely and willing 
to put forward a policy that is 
acceptable to at least 296 mem- 
bers in the National Assembly, 
who number 590. But the Presi- 
dent can invite any French citi- 
zen, whether he is already a 
member of the assembly or not. 
He can become Prime Minister 
of France only when he has 
won the support in open vote 
of a majority of the members 
of the National Assembly and 
only then can the other minis- 
ters also be appointed. The 
previous Government, of course, 
carries on in office until this 
has been done. 

The only limitations on the 
President's choice therefore are 
the practical ones of finding a 
man willing to try who is also 
likely to muster this amount 
of support. Usually he entered 
into consultations with the lead- 
ing members of the biggest 
political parties and must go on 


inviting one after the other until — 


one of them succeeds. 

The order in which he tries 
is determined only by custo- 
mary rule, which De Gaulle at 
his press conference called “the 
rights which are so usual that 
everyone is now tired of them.” 

On Wednesday President 
Coty, Instead of at once inviting 
De Gaulle, as everyone includ- 
ing De Gaulle himself seemed 
to have expected him to do, con- 
sulted as usual with three of 
the main party leaders, M. Tiet- 
gen of the Catholic Democrats, 
M. Guy Mollet leader of the So- 
cialists, and M. Pinay a leader 
of the independent Republican, 
or Conservative, group, 

It is almost certain that M. 
Mollet or M, Pinay could win 
a majority of the French Na- 
tional Assembly if they decided 
to try. It is equally certain 
that Gen. De Gaulle would not 
except in a situation of extreme 
erisis where the deputies were 
Virtually stampeded into voting 


for him. 

A government formed by De 
Gaulle would presumably have 
to Include some of the most im- 
portant right-wing party 
leaders—men like Pinay and 
Laniel—if it were not to be an 


avowed military dictatorship. . 


But once it was found the as- 
sembly could then give it very 


wide emergency powers to 
govern the country. 
At that second stage De
